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THE YEARS WITH POOH

We—my wife and cat and I—were a 
threesome which needs no explaining to 
those who love their cat. His name was 
Pooh, a silly name, perhaps, for a beloved, 
handsome companion, whose absence from 
our home, from his favorite chair, was 
a pervading, lurking thing in our lives for 
weeks long after his death. 

He had been living with us five years 
to the day when he died; but that wasn't 
his life, it was just the last chapter in 
my fifteen and one-half years with Pooh. 
For I'd had him and loved him for ten 
years when Arlene and I were married, 
and we brought him to our new home. 
Pooh caught on to my new status in short 
order and never tried to run off to his 
old familiar haunts. 

He always went for evening strolls, just 
about ninety minutes long just before we 
all retired for the night. The evening on 
which he died, I looked about anxiously 
for him after over two hours had passed. 
The dear old fellow was lying near our 
country road, not much over a hundred 
yards from his home, his body unmarred 
and unbroken, his direction pointed home- 
ward, his trials, comforts, adventures over 
with. It is curious to me to recall how 
I felt only disbelief as I gazed at the poor 
fellow, unable to accept this reality just 
then; yet 1 wondered whether it had been 
swift, whether his last cat-thoughts were of 
home, Arlene and me. 


I've a small business which keeps me 
at home, and which I'd started a few 
months before I took Pooh out from the 
city and his mother in May, 1945. So the 
kitty was really no sometime pet. Those 
years with my mother and Dad were years

with Pooh, also. I remember his first 
evening with me, how he cried his teeny, 
twenty-seven day old cry for his mother, 
which was by then ten miles away. 

A day or so later, he mewed no more, 
and no more for anything until approxi- 
mately his tenth year. He cried in pain, 
yes, or in great anger, but seemed unable 
to communicate vocally in everyday cat- 
tones. He ‘talked’ by looks: he would gaze 
at me, then the door knob; or at me then 
his toy, or his empty dish. I say toy, for 
he was always, it seemed, ready to play. 
He playfully chased a pebble I'd tossed 
near him in the last half-hour of his lite. 

In youth, he cared little for petting and 
such comforts, and was rebelliously not 
a lap cat to those who wished to fondle 
him. In later years he became one to sit 
next to us, close next to us—or between 
us. And he'd purr no end. He always 
had a friendly little lazy “mrrll” for me 
in the quiet of the afternoon when I came 
up to his chair, as he'd stretch one paw 
toward his “boss” in affection. Arlene 
teaches school, so these last years with 
Pooh were close ones indeed, quiet ones 
for our cat. 


Pooh hadn't always been a quiet old 
fellow. In his salad days he'd been quick 
to arch his back when suddenly interrupted 
at play. He’d spit, and retreat not one 
millimeter when that little back went up 
at sudden intruders. 

Maturity came; Pooh grew out of such 
things along with his neighborhood friends 
of lesser youthful ferocity. But whatever 
would be his various motives, he always 
had on tap that display of temper; in his 
last weeks, Pooh had had a guest, an 








utterly inoffensive and gentle cocker spaniel 
who came with our own friends one day. 
“Princey” strode over to Pooh’s private 
chair where the former was greeted with 
a ferocious “hiss!” Princey wet his pants 
right on the spot. 

Some years ago, a noisy neighborhood 
tough named Jeepers was occasionally en- 
couraged by his youthful master to annoy 
Pooh who rested in lordly cat-style on 
Dad’s lawn. Jeepers, eyeing my cat, would 
come barreling over, emitting snorts and 
threats of doom. 

As the speeding Jeepers neared Pooh, 
the latter would carefully shift his rump 
over onto defense-position and carefully 
watch this onrushing menace—perhaps 
more boredly than balefully. The dog came 
on, a juggernaught, an express train with 
teeth and a frowning brow; Pooh held 
his position there in the middle of the 
lawn. 

At the last possible moment, Jeepers 
would slam to a halt, immediately strut 
off in studied non-challance at right angles 
to his previous collision course. Pooh, the 
storm past, would calmly settle back into 
his lordly cat’s position, at rest again. 
Once, however, Jeepers slammed to a halt 
within clawing-range; for his pains he 
bought a faceful of unsheathed weaponry— 
and a finely lacerated rump as he retreated 
on the double for greener pastures. 

Pooh seemed to size up much of life 
as he did that foolish spaniel. Around 
the house, we could sense when things 
were not going well with him, when things 
were not in keeping with his little daily 
routine of peace and security. But he never 
became frantic, or cried, or ran and hid. 
Pooh inspected the suitcases which Arlene 
and I were packing that evening at the 
end of last summer, preparatory to our 
annual vacation. He sniffed here and there, 
and watched us carefully as we readied 
things about the house. This had happened 
five times before, and he knew the signs: 
it indicated that his involuntary ten-day 
visit to Dad’s home some twenty miles 
away was about to come up. He cared 
very little about auto rides, and waited 


patiently in our car as we drove along

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THE CATS 


OF THOREAU 


by Grace S. Davis 
Part II 


Thoreau’s response to new-born kittens 
is recorded as follows (October 5, 1861): 
Four little kittens just born; lay like 
stuffed skins of kittens in a heap, with 
pink feet; so flimsy and helpless they 
lie, blind, without any stiffness or ability 
to stand. 

The kitten can already spit at a fort- 
night old, and it can mew from the first, 
though it often makes the motion of 
mewing without uttering any sound. 

The kitten’s ears are at first nearly 
concealed in the fur, and at a fortnight 
old they are mere broad-based triangles 
with a side foremost. But the old cat is 
ears for them at present, and comes run- 
ning hastily to their aid when she hears 
them mew and licks them into content- 
ment again. 

It is common knowledge that cats were 
often present on shipboard when the early 
explorers were making their rounds, for 
instance, the long-lived white cat who ac- 
companied Samuel de Champlain on his 
explorations is as much a part of any scene 
depicting this famous Frenchman as is his 
out-sized hat and neatly-trimmed goatee. 
We have read contemporary stories,* too, 
of cats traveling to far ports, sometimes 
returning in a different vessel to their 
home port. Thoreau’s interest in cats ex- 
tended to those with nautical inclinations, 
and he wrote of such a small traveler in 
the entry of February 14, 1855: 

Aunt Louisa says that her cousin, 
Nahum Jones, carried a cat to the West 
Indies, sold his vessel there; and though 
the same vessel did not return, and he 
came back in another vessel, he found 
the cat got home to Gouldsboro some- 
how, unaccountably, about the same time 
he did. Captain Woodard told her that 
he carried the same cat three times 
around the world. 

Thoreau was interested in other cats 
who made their independent way in the 
*See The Personality of the Cat, a fine an- 


thology of cat stories, edited by Brandt 
Aymar, Crown Publishers, New York, 1958. 








big world, and we read for Novembr 9, 
1850: 

Saw a cat on the Great Fields, wilder 
than a rabbit, hunting artfully. I remem- 
ber to have seen one once walking about 
the stony shore at Walden Pond. It is 
not often that they wander so far from 
the house. I, once, however, met with a 
cat with young kittens, in the woods, 
quite wild. 

I sometimes wonder whether man first 
adopted the cat into his household, or 
whether the cat chose man as an associate. 
Certain it is that this personable little crea- 
ture belongs in human households natur- 
ally, and its niche established therein is 
forever. Min, the Thorau’s well-known-in- 
Concord cat, was typical. She was lost one 
time, and the event of her return is re- 
corded in fine detail in the Journal, Febru- 
ary 28, 1856: 


Our young maltese cat, Min, which 
has been absent five cold nights, the 
ground covered deep with crusted snow, 
—her first absence-—and given up for 
dead, has at length returned at daylight, 
awakening the whole house with her 
mewing and afraid of the strange girl 
we have got in the meanwhile. She is a 
mere wrack of skin and bones, with a 
sharp nose and wiry tail. She is as one 
returned from the dead. There is as 
much rejoicing as at the return of the 
prodigal son, and if we had a fatted calf 
we should kill it. Various had been the 
conjectures as to her adventures,— 
whether she had a fit, been shut up 
somewhere, or lost, or torn in pieces by 
@ certain terrier, or frozen to death. Now 
she is fed with the best that the house 
affords, minced meats and saucers of 
warmed milk, and with the aid of un- 
stinted sleep in all laps in succession, is 
fast picking up the crumbs. 

Thoreau believed with Schopenhauer 
that ‘between pity toward beasts and good- 
ness of soul there is a very close connec- 
tion. One might say, without hesitation, 
when an individual is wicked in regard to 
them, that he cannot be a good man. One 
might also demonstrate that this pity and 
the social virtues have one and the same 
source. 

As a matter of fact, Thoreau, in stating 
such a thought as that expressed by Scho- 
penhauer, probably would not have used 
the word “pity”. He would have found an- 
other word that somehow better indicated 
an animal’s rights pertaining to human 
association. He wrote in his Journal on 
December 12, 1856: 

Wonderful, wonderful is our life and 
that of our companions! That there 
should be such a thing as a brute animal, 
not human! Think of cats, for instance. 
They are neither Chinese nor Tarters. 
They do not go to school, nor read the 
Testament; yet how near they come to 
doing so! How much they are like us 
who do so! What sort of philosophers 
are we who know absolutely nothing of 
the origin and destiny of cats? 


Or as he wrote a year later (January 7, 
1857): 


I do not consider the other animals 
brutes in the common sense. I am attrac- 
ted toward them undoubtedly because I 
never heard any nonsense from them. 
I have not convicted them of folly, or 
vanity, or pomposity, or stupidity, in 
dealing with me. Their vices at any rate 
do not interfere with me. 

Thoreau’s philosophy included the idea 
of one-ness with all creation. In his words, 
May 28, 1854: 

It would be worthwhile to ask our- 
selves weekly, Is our life innocent 
enough? Do we live inhumanly toward 
man or beast, in thought or act? To be 
serene and successful we must be at one 
with the universe. The last conscious 
and needless injury inflicted on any 
creature is to its extent a suicide. 

Henry Thoreau had among his close 
friends, neighbors and associates such great 
men of letters as Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
Bronson Alcott, Henry Wadsworth Long- 
fellow, Richard Henry Dana and several 
others. He assisted the great naturalist, 
Louis Agassiz, and in his last few years 
knew the young John Burroughs. In ad- 
dition there were certain other men of 
upright character whom he esteemed as 
friends though they were farmers and 
fishermen. One such acquaintance was 
George Minott, whom Thorau characterized 
as “the most poetical of farmers, who does 
nothing with hate and drudgery but as if 
he loved it”, and who was noted for his 
outstanding kindness to animals. Thoreau 
thought the following episode so meaning- 
ful that he recorded it in his Journal, 
November 19, 1855: 


A cold gray day, once spitting snow. 
Water froze in tubs last night, enough 
to bear. Went to call on Neighbor Mi- 
nott. He had two cats on his knee. One 
given away a fortnight ago without his 
knowledge had just found its way back. 
He says he would not kill a cat for 
twenty dollars—no, nor for fifty. Fin- 
ally he told his womenfolk that he would 
not do it for five hundred, or any sum. 
He thought they loved life as well as 
we. Johnny Vose wouldn’t do it. He used 
to carry down milk to a shop every day 
for a litter of kittens. 

Yes, I agree, “between pity (love) to- 
ward beasts and goodness of soul there is 
a very close connection.” As I think of the 
people around me daily whose lives are en- 
riched by the pets they care for, my own 
daughters and the little animal personali- 
ties they have grown up with, I find the 
Thoreau family also included in the circle 
of thought—can visualize them gathered 
about their kitty, cuddling her in their 
arms as they did on that night of February 
7, 1855, when Henry Thoreau wrote in his 
famous diary: 

The coldest night for a long, long 
time. Kitty mewed to have the door 
opened, but was at first disinclined to 
go out. When she came in at nine 
o'clock, she smelt of meadow-hay. We 
all took her up and smelled of her, it 
was so fragrant. Had cuddled in some 
barn.

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SCULPTURE OF YOUR CAT 


by Louise Claire Cucci 


Have you ever watched your cat in te- 
pose or at play, and wished that you could 
duplicate its tranquility or agile grace?

desired position, and press feet into bar 
of Ivory soap, using it as a stand. 


2. Cut up clay with a large knife. Small 
pieces are easier to handle. Make them 
soft and pliable by working them between 
your fingers. 


3. Start pressing small pieces of clay onto 
the armature. At this point, you don't 
have to be too fussy. Just try to get enough 
clay on the form, so that you can visualize 
the image. 


4. After you have a full form of your 
pet, start working in the details, carving 
away any excess clay with the paring knife 
and smoothing muscles with your fingers.

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche 
W. Smith 


If you like cats, and you surely wouldn’t 
be reading this unless you do, then you'll 
enjoy cat shows and showing your cat. 

It doesn’t matter any more whether you 
are a professional breeder or just a one- 
pet cat owner. Cat show policies have 
changed dramatically in the past few years 
to encourage the entry of household pets 
and purebred neuters and spays as well 
as the regular purebred entries. Awards 
for Peerless, Premier, and Neuter and 
Spay Champions are just as sought after 
as the standard Championship awards; 
judging is just as severe; and these wins 
are now given All-American status. House- 
hold pets, of course, are not judged by 
the same demanding standards as the other 
entries, but your HHP winner, particulariy 
if you’re a youngster will get just as much 
applause, and probably more space in your 
local paper, than will the ‘“‘aristocats.” 

Yes, the shows are for all of us cat 
people, just as this article is. In it I hope 
to tell you who haven't yet shown your 
neuters and spays, your regular purebreds, 
or your household pets just what to pre- 
pare for and just what to do. 

I'll start right at the showroom door. 
The first thing that will happen is that 
you'll be handed a card with your name, 
your cat’s name, and your cage number. 
All this is known to the show committee, 
because two or three months before you 
saw their show listing in CATS Magazine 
and decided you'd like your cat to attend. 
You wrote the Show Secretary or Entry 
Clerk asking for entry blanks and infor- 
mation. She sent the blanks to you, you 
filled them out and returned them well 
before the closing date with your entry 
fees. You may have entered your cats as 
“listed” (the rules explain this), but the 
best thing for you to have done is to 
have registered the cat with the Recorder 
of the Association which is sponsoring the 
show. Then it will be eligible for cham- 
pionship, peerless- or premiership with 
out any futher costs or trouble except the 
championship fees. You asked the entry 
clerk to confirm your entries, and she 
did, so that you were absolutely sure that 
your card would be waiting for you when 
you arrived. 


If you are from out-of-town, you also 
made an early reservation at one of the 
hotels recommended by the club and had 
it comfirmed to you. So you are assured, 
and all is calm in your mind as you 
accept your cat’s card. 

Now you buy your show catalog so 
you'll know who else is there, and who 
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AT THE SHOW 


your neighbors are. You'll glance at it 
between chats with the other cat people 
who are standing in line with you waiting 
to have their cats examined by the show 
veterinarian. For its safety and your own 
comfort, your cat will be in the carrier 
in which you brought it from home. (You 
probably bought it inexpensively by mail 
from an advertiser in CATS, or at your 
own pet shop.) You will have arranged 
for your cat to have had its permanent 
enteritis shots (and possibly pneumonitis 
shots) at least two weeks beore the show 
date. You'll have carefully checked its ears 
for mites, its fur for fleas and fungus, 
and if it’s a girl, you'll be sure that she’s 
not visibly pregnant. And, of course, you'll 
be absolutely certain that the cat is not 
sick and that there is no communicable 
disease of any kind in your cattery. For 
if the veterinarian sees or suspects that 
any of these conditions mentioned exists, 
your little pride and joy will not be 
allowed beyond the examination table. 

You passed! So now down you go to 
the cage that’s been awarded to you. It’s 
been steamed clean before being put up, 
but just to be on the safe side, you take 
out a bottle of alcohol and the clean rag 
you brought with you, and you give all 
the wires and the bottom a good going 
over. Most single cages are 27” x 27” 
x 22”. If you think that your cat requires 
more room than this, you will have re- 
quested a “double” cage when you made 
your entries—and you will have paid the 
extra fee, usually $1.00. 


Of course, you’ve brought your curtains 
to decorate the cage. Well before the 
show date you bought yourself several 
yards of material which best shows off 
your cat, and you made it up into curtains 
which will amply cover the back and 
side of the cage with deep gathers all 
around. You've sewn in drapery hooks to 
hang it from the top of the cage, and 
you've threaded elastic through an opening 
you've made about midway through the 
three-inch hem along the top. After the 
curtains are up, you use this to shirr it 
together into the folds you like. You'll 
have a nice plush-pile rug or thick turkish 
towel that you'll use on the bottom of 
the cage, and you should make the curtains 
long enough so that you can tuck the edges 
underneath the rug. You'll have given 
some thought to the color of these decora- 
tions. They should be planned to bring 
out the full beauty of your cat. A Chin- 
chilla or Shaded Silver, for instance, looks 
its best with emerald green background: I 
use teal blue for my Blue-Eyed Whites; 
Siamese breeders tend toward deep blues, 
and Blue owners favor gold backgrounds. 

The show committee will furnish you 
with litter, pan, food, and water. But 
chances are your kitty prefers to smell 
its own pan and to eat very little except, 
perhaps, its favorite tidbits. So, you have 
brought along a little litter pan that it’s 
used to, and although you wont worry 
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if it doesn’t eat at all in these strange 
surroundings, you do have a special snack 
or two that you'll try out every once in 
a while. If you’re a White or a Chinchilla 
owner, you'll accept the show's litter, but 
you'll put paper towels or toilet tissue on 
top so that there won't be any chance of 
the litter sticking to the feet and degrading 
the sparkling white you've worked so hard 
to get. 


Perhaps while you're busy setting things 
up a question or two will occur to you, 
and chances are you'll be tempted to ask 
the lady with the fifteen Persians on your 
right, for example, whether she thinks 
your blue rug clashes with the blue in the 
curtains. Or you may feel you should in- 
quire of the lady on right with the eight 
Shorthairs whether the litter pan should 
be toward the front or the back of the 
cage. It’s fine and dandy to be friendly, 
and you'll find that cat people are; but 
just at this time when they are as busy 
as they can be with their own setting-up 
problems, it’s best not to chat just for 
chat’s sake. Of course, if you've really 
important questions such as, “Where's the 
ladies’ room?”, or “Whose cat is that 
running around loose on the floor?”, or 
even, “Isn’t that Blue male of yours mag- 
nificent?”, they'll be answered, happily and 
helpfully. 

Now a word or two about showroom 
etiquette which applies to spectators as 
well as to exhibitors. While every pre- 
caution is taken by the clubs and the 
veterinarian to protect the health of cats, 
we all know of many cases where cats 
acquire diseases at cat shows. Feline en- 
teritis and fungus were formerly the big 
show scourges, but through vaccination 
and griseofulvin they have now been 
brought under control. But fungus can still 
be carried from cat to person to cat, and 
respiratory diseases still flourish. So don’t 
be offended if one of the other exhibitors 
points out to you that the sign on her 
cage: PLEASE DO NOT TOUCH, means 
just what it says. In fact, whether there's 
a sign or not, it is very poor manners 
(even though very natural) too reach 
your fingers through the wires of a cage 
and touch a cat. Of course, you may get 


bitten or scratched, but the big danger is 
(Continued on page 16)

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CAT CONTROL 


A QUESTION AND AN ANSWER 


Dear Editor: 
Periodically we receive requests from citizens to institute a cat control program. Upon 
inquiring through Management Information Service of the International City Managers’ 


Association we learned that no city has as yet devised a program of this type which is 
both humane and effective at the same time. 


We sincerely hope that you or your staff writers may have some suggestions on a means 
of effectively controlling the number and possibly behavior of cats in an urban area. 


Our city has a population of some 20,000 people. However, the city is the center of 
an urban area containing over 40,000 people. 


The City Council has asked for a report at their regular meeting of September 6th, 
1961. It would be most helpful if I could hear from you by that time. However if this 
is not practical I will appreciate your reply at any time that you can help us.

Dear Mr. Lacy: 

Thank you for your letter asking for suggestions about cat control. 

We, too, have done considerable research into the question of the desirability of con- 
trolling cats. Our finding has been that efforts to control pet cats are generally ill advised. 


The public seems to agree with Adlai Stevenson who, when Govenor of Illinois, vetoed 
a cat control bill with the assertion that: 


“I cannot agree that it should be the declared public policy of Illinois that a 
cat visiting a neighbor’s yard or crossing the highway is a public nuisance. It is 
the nature of cats to do a certain amount of unescorted roaming. Many live with 
their owners in apartments or other restricted premises, and I doubt if we want 
to make their every brief foray an opportunity for a small game hunt by zealous 
citizens—with traps or otherwise. I am afraid this bill could only create discord, 
recrimination and enmity. Also consider the owner's delimma: To escort a cat 
abroad on a lesah is against the nature of a cat, and to permit it to venture forth 
for exercise unattended into a night of new dangers is against the nature of the 
owner. Moreover, cats perform useful service, particularly in rural areas, in com- 
batting rodents—work they necessarily perform alone and without regard for 
property lines. 


“We are all interested in protecting certain varities of bird. That cats destroy 
some birds, I well know, but 1 believe this legislation, would further but 
little the worthy cause to which its proponents give such unselfish effort. The 
problem of cat versus bird is as old as time. If we attempt to resolve it by 
legislation who knows but what we may be called upon to take sides as well in 
the age-old problems of dog versus cat, bird versus bird or even bird versus worm. 
In my opinion, the State of Illinois and its local governing bodies already have 
enough to do without trying to control feline delinquency.” 


Although Governor Stevenson did not give great weight to the problem of rodent 
control, I would suggest that serious thought be given as to how one would handle the 
marauding rat problem were marauding cats to be eliminated. 


Because of its service to the community, the cat under common law has long enjoyed 
an immunity from restrictions which has been denied the dog. There would seem to be 
no reason to try to confine cats as we do dogs nor would attempts to do so meet with 
sympathy from most members of the community. 


I would say that the reason that, “no city has yet devised a program of this type which 
is both humane and effective at the same time” is primarily because here is no need for 
such a program.

that you may be carrying some germ or 
virus and giving it to the cat. Those of 
us who have ever lost cats soon after shows 
have all we can do to control ourselves 
whenever we see a person headed for a 
cat's cage with that “Oh, just let me pet 
the darling,” look. You'll be helping 
everyone if you observe the Don’t-touch- 
the-cats-unless-asked rule, and if you en- 
force it on others. 

Enough of that. It won’t be long after 
you've got your cage set up that youll 
see activity at one or both of the judging 
areas. Numbers will be put on the cages 
behind the judge’s table, and at most 
shows the announcer will start calling these 
numbers out. This is the signal that the 
cats whose numbers are shown are about 
to be judged. At some shows stewards will 
come to the exhibitors’ cages and will 
carry the cats up for judging. At others 
it is the owner's duty to carry up the cat. 
Here a little observation will show you 
what is being done, or you can ask your 
neighbor, and she will tell you. Should 
your cat be shy, or if you fear it might 
try to scratch a stranger, be sure to tell 
the steward or the judge’s clerk that it 
requires special handling. If your cat has 
shown signs of not being at all friendly 
to strangers, it’s best not to bring it to 
the show, since cats which can not be 
handled are disqualified. 

While you are waiting for your cat's 
number to be called is the time to put 
the last few grooming touches on your 
entry. Just fluff up his coat, clean his 
eyes, powder his rear quarters if necessary, 
shake out every bit of loose powder, and 
he'll be ready. You won’t have to do more 
than this, because months before the show 
date you began preparing him. You may 
have clipped his hair off not later than 
seven months before the show, but you've 
been letting it grow ever since, and while 
at first you brushed it well every day 
with a bristle (not a nylon) brush, for 
the past four months you’ve been using 
a comb only. You've been bathing your 
cat whenever it was dirty using any good

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pet or human shampoo, and you've been 
giving the tail extra washes whenever 
needed. Every day you've been giving your 
show prospect Pervinal or Shurgain plus 
Linatone to get the minerals, vitamins, 
and fats which the coat needs, and which 
will help bring your cat into glowing 
physical condition. 

Now we're back at the show. When 
your cat’s number is called, see that it is 
taken up in the way required, then join 
the other hopeful owners who are stand- 
ing or sitting in a ring around the judging 
stand. Watch how the judge carefully exam- 
ines each cat and weighs every point, 
then carefully marks up her sheets and 
begins placing the ribbons on the cages. 
This is the first judging—for color wins—, 
and if your cat doesn’t get a blue ribbon 
of some kind, your troubles are over. You 
can sit down with the other spectators 
and enjoy the rest of the show. 

But if you did get a Best of Color, 
or even BOX Color, or a first in your 
class, then you won't rest easy for quite 
a while. Your cat will be called up—if, 
as I’m assuming, it’s a novice—for Best or 
Best OS Novice in Show; for Best in 
its Color Division, perhaps; and finally, 
if it is good enough and if you can stand 
the strain, for Best or Best OS in Show. 
The tension becomes almost unbearable, 
and many a gallon of salt water has flowed 
over trembling eyelids as the final awards 
are being made. As either a participant or 
a spectator, I can promise it’s an experience 
well worth having. 

Usually the first day’s program will 
consist of the choosing of color wins. The 
second day sees the finishing up of any 
classes left over from the first day’s judg- 
ing, and then the final awards are made. 

If you have just one cat and it’s been 
used to living in your home, then I recom- 
mend that you take it back with you to 
your hotel room Saturday night. You must 
give the show manager a deposit, usually 
$5.00, in order to do this, but it will 
be returned to you when you bring the 
cat back on Sunday morning. 

After the judging is over, accept your 
awards or lack of them with good grace. 
If your cat has won an award of any 
kind, remember it’s acknowledgement that 
you have a good cat—one qualified judge 
agrees with you on that. But there are 
probably other cats in the show which 
other judges would have chosen. So, al- 
though you are naturally elated, you must 
bear your honors gracefully as becomes 
the seasoned and successful exhibitor you 
have now become. Should you lose—well, 
all this applies doubly to you. There are 
other shows and other judges, and unless 
it is obvious that your cat was completely 
outclassed, you owe it to your cat and 
yourself to give both of you another chance. 

And you will. For I don’t have to tell 
you that now after you've tasted the tur- 
moil, the tension, the fun, and the rewards 
of a well-managed, well-judged show, you'll 
be back for more. Don’t I see you starting 
to turn to this month’s CATS Show Cal- 
endar right now?

kitten market is gradually firming all over 
US at prices which approach break-even 
point. But cut-rate situation in New York 
City threatens all responsible breeders. 
Some operators advertising in NY Times 
quote Persians at $25, Siamese at $15. Each 
of these kittens cost a minimum of $75 to 
produce and raise to twelve weeks. What 
then must a $15 kitten be like? What kind 
of diet and care can it have had? How can it 
be offered at such a viciously low price? 
There are legitimate bargains in cats— 
breeders often have pet-type kittens which 
they are willing to sell below cost. But 
beware of those who advertise so far below 
the market. Whatever the reason, it can not 
be good for the kitten, nor for the pur- 
chaser. 


New Show Standards Needed? A standard is 
something to go by, something to trust and 
depend upon. Being on gold standard means 
that a country's money has a firm value and 
can be expected to stay the same year after 
year. Should money standards be changed 
frequently, and without notice? Should the 
lengths of yardsticks vary to some commit- 
tee's whim? Should the number of ounces in 
a pound be changed to make the present size 
illegal? 

Why should cat show standards be less de- 
pendable than others? Why should Associa- 
tions direct their members to breed for one 
feature this year, but for a different one 
next year? 

If standards are to mean anything, they 
must endure. They should be the most diffi- 
cult of all Association rules to change. 
Mature deliberation, responsible breed 
committees (ACFA has a start on this), and 
—most important—a sense of obligation 
toward breeders who have worked for life- 
times toward existing standards... all 
of these considerations should be basic in 
approaching any breed standard changes. 

Breeds do advance, standards do require 
periodic review. But, let's remember that 
tion and revision. But, let's remember that 
there are enduring ideals of beauty and 
harmony—standards once set to confirm to 
them should require few, if any changes 
ever. 

Every change in a show standard changes 
the point value of every cat of the breed. 
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If what was bad yesterday becomes good to- 
morrow, and what was good in '6l1 turns bad 
in '62, then there is no reason for breeding 
to a standard—for what breeder can now 
guess whose whims will make what features 
important in 1963, the season for which we 
are now breeding. 

For from being a sign of leadership, far- 
reaching and irresponsible standards 
changes will lead to chaos and weakness. 
Under such conditions, we can expect stand- 
ards to become political devices—changed 
at will to fit particular cats—and used by 
those in power to reward their friends and 
punish their enemies. 

If Associations are to retain respect, 
their standards must be firm as Gibralter, 
not reeds swaying in the wind. 

BULLETIN! All-American law suit? Ironic 
Situation: ACFA which refused to join with 
other Associations in accepting All-Ameri- 
cans when CATS Magazine offered them free 
of charge to the Cat Fancy, now asking other 
Associations to join with them in forcing 
CATS to change A-A policy. Letters from M. 
Porter Walley and Russell Middleton pub- 
lished in September ACFA Bulletin threaten 
legal action if CATS does not bow to their 
demands. CATS will resist this pressure. 
More next month.

He looked, that night, as we greeted each 
other out at Dad’s somehow wearier, more 
tired and aged than we remembered him 
a fortnight before; he hadn't eaten a great 
deal while he stayed there, but took some 
interest in the extreme rural atmosphere 
of that hill country south of the city and 
our home suburbs. Once home with us he 
was left to go for his evening walk, and 
it was on the second evening, just a little 
while after I'd tossed a pebble for him 
to cuff at as it bounced past him, that 
his life ended. For my part, had I the 
faintest notion that my beloved old cat's 
days were so scantly numbered—well, we 
can all see that which could have or might 
have been, after something treasured is 
lost. It turned out that kitty did spend 
his last forty-some hours with us, and his 
last fortnight or so with two people who 
had given him love and care for ten years 
before. 

After his evening stroll, Pooh always 
had his snack, then did his ‘laundry’ as 
we called his licking himself, then he 
settled down to watch us play scrabble, 
or dozed’ while we read or watched TV. 
Then, knowing that it was about ‘that 
time’, he padded off into the bedroom, 
hopped onto the bed awaiting us there. 

At lights out, when it was time for 
him to go he would always playfully cuff 
at Arlene, purring all the while. She care- 
fully avoided being clawed by these good 
natured shenanigans, and this Pooh did 
enjoy. We rather feel that he looked for- 
ward te this business each evening; he 
never hurt my wife, but always got con- 
siderable extra mileage out of this end- 
of-day visiting. Once he was coaxed to hop 
onto the floor, he would stop and stall, 
inspecting various imaginary bugs or bits 
of trivia, and so delay his exit a moment 
or two longer.

measure, just as the verbal invitation was 
forthcoming from us to leave the room. 
He usually didn’t care to stay around to 
hear lectures from us on this subject. 

There are many things which, upon re- 
flection, warm our hearts in recalling our 
friend of so many years. 

Mary is the customer who, returning 
here ask about ‘that beautiful cat’; more 
than one friend of ours who had always 
been unsold on cats in general came to 
really like and enjoy old Pooh. 


How often I wondered in those last 
years and months with kitty, as he would 
sit next to one of us in an easy chair or 
the like and bury his head downward 
against the side of our leg, whether he 
knew that he would not always be with 
us. How little and how much do some 
our wise little friends understand; how 
much do they foresee?

A NEW COLOR OF SIAMESE— 
PUREBRED, TOO! 
By Ann Manley 


The United Cat Federation, at its annual 


meeting in May, accorded championship 
status in the Siamese breed to the albino 
Siamese which have been registered in the 
UCF stud book for several years. 

The accompanying picture of Anart’s 
Snow Prince Felix, albino Siamese male 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. A. G. Holmes of 
Fontana, California, demonstrates the appeal 
of this beautiful color of cat. The Albino 
Siamese seem to have better type than 
their normal colored parents. They have no 
color at all—they are a white which is not 
chalky and dull, but their coats have a 


true Siamese sheen and are short and close- 


lying. The standard adopted varies from the 
previously recognized colors only in color 
and eye color. The eye color is not the 


pink of white rabbits 
the blood vessels and/or muscles shows 
through to some extent. 

These cats trace back to Babi Kiti, a 
CFA registered cat, who appeared in an 
article in CATS Magazine, September 1948, 
with a picture to illustrate, as dam of a 
litter of four kittens, two Seal Points and 
two Albinos. At this point, there are two 
separate strains of the Albino Siamese reg- 
istered in UCF, each tracing back to Babi 
Kiti but with the other ancestors quite 
different. In one case the strain traces to 
Babi Kiti through her daughter Dixon’s 
Ko Ko and, in the other, through her son, 
Carnefax Choong Chee. The Albinos seem 
to be as healthy as their colored counter- 
parts, through litters of normal size and 
number of sturdy kits. 

The Albino gene fits the expected pattern 
—it is recessive to all other Siamese colors 
and therefore recessive to all other breeds 
and colors of cat. Two Albinos bred to- 
gether produce NOTHING but Albino kits. 
At this point there have been Seals, Blues 
and Chocolates 


because the blue of 


which carry the color but 
it is reasonable to assume that there have 
been or will be Frosts carrying it as well. 
Unfortunately the ancestry is registered 
variously in ACA and CFA but the pedi- 
grees have reached the point that they 
meet UCF Stud Book requirements in the 
Albino registrations. The CFA FR numbers 
which occur in the pedigrees are due in 


most cases to registrations immediately pre- 
ceding the CFA registrations. 
The Albinos have been exhibited in AOC 


and UCF shows in the Los Angeles area 
for several years. Look for them in larger 
numbers now they are to be in champion-
